Frequent Inquiry is made In re­ 

gard to the fact that the streets and 

alleys^ In Torrance ha*fe not been 

dedicated to the county. The declar­ 

ation of the Domtnguez Land Com­ 

pany filed with the county makes it 

compulsory for streets and alleys to 
be dedicated to the county when the 
city is incorporated for self-govern­ 
ment. Until such action !s taken, it 
is dis'tinctly advantageous to the 
property owners in Torrance that the 
regulation of the streets rests with 
the Do.minguez Land Corporation 
rather than with Los Angeles county, 
for In the latter case street improve­ 
ments would have to be made under 
county regulation, under the Vroo- 
man Act, and all expense of such im­

provement would be assessed to the 
property owners.

Should Torrance Incorporate for 
self-govefnment the entire burden of 
street and park improvement would 
rest with the property owners and 
taxpayers of Torrance. As it stands 
today, the Dominguez Land Corpor­ 
ation, the owners of'thaclty, bear the 
burden of this expense, the details of 
engineering and construction and 
carry the responsibility for the devel­ 
opment and beauttfication of the etty.

.results of the industrial'bureau, or­ 
ganized through the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce a few months 
ago.

Arthur W. Kinney, former presi­ 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, 
who was active In the establishment 
of the bureau, has assumed active 
management of It at the unanimous 
solicitation of the members.

"Although we have not attempted 
any,publicity, we are receiving a sur­ 
prisingly large number of Inquiries 

relative to factories locating here," 

said Mr. Klnuey today.

"The bureau already has served to

arouse Into activity a large number**•*• 
of retired manufacturers who have

been making their home here and who 
now are eager to engage in business 
again.

"Many factories already estab­ 
lished here are consulting the bu­ 
reau with the view of enlarging their 
plants or taking on new lines.

"We just now are finding ou£, 
through an exhaustive census, just 
what we already have here what in­ 
ducements can be offered to new en­ 
terprises what protection must be 
afforded our industries already es­ 
tablished and what are most needed.

"With this array of tacts at band 
we will be prepared to push a vigor­ 
ous campaign which, from the start, 
looks as though it will result in 
bringing many new enterprises to 
Los Angeles and vicinity, represent­ 
ing millions of dollars in investment 
and giving employment to thou­ 
sands."
